WSC to be Renamed 
by Highest Bidder

After decades _ of 
complaints by the students on 
the high costs of tuition, parking 
decals, and lack of parking in 
general, college officials have 
decided to put Worcester State 
College’s name up on eBay. 

An anonymous school 
official is not certain when the 
page to rename the college will be 
put on the auction website, but he 
plans to have the school’s name 
officially changed before the new 
fiscal year on the first of July this 
coming summer. “It’s for billing 
purposes on,” he said. “It’s even 
possible that those who graduate 
this May could have the school’s 
new name on their diploma,’ he 
added.

Eating Tips for
